The chief feature of the week in the pro- 
vision trade in this centre has been the steady 
decline in prices of both butter and bacon. 
Copenhagen registered a further reduction of 
13 kroner per 100 kilos in butter, equal to 
about 4s, or 5s. at the present rate of ex- 
change, and retail prices will be affected ac- 
cordingly. Continental buyers appear to be 
holding off, and this has resulted in heavy 
shipments of Scandinavian, which fact is 
responsible for the falling off in rices. At 
current rates Danish is relatively the cheapest 
butter on the market, and buyers are natu- 
rally turning their attention to this deserip- 
tion. Trish creame ate now on a parity 
with Finnish and SWedish, and for this class, 
with the exception of choicest dairies, demand 
is slow, merchants finding some difficulty in 
effecting a clearance. Bacon has suffered a 
rather sharp drop, all average weights of 
Irish being ® with Danish and Swedish 6s. 

Factors hope 
that these reductions will stimulate demand, 
but boyers act with great caution on account 
of the continued uncertainty in the state of 
the weather.

The Coal Industry. 


The coal situation in England continues 
to provide a swift succession of alternate 
hopes and fears. A few days ago a general 
stoppage seemed to be inevitable. Last 
Saturday the outlook improved appreci- 
ably, but yesterday it darkened again. 
The miners will hold their annual con- 
ference at Scarborough to-morrow, when 
important decisions are likely to be taken. 
The owners’ original demand was for 
termination of the national wages agree- 
ment which was made after the great 
strike in 1921. The men refused to 
entertain this proposal, as it involved a 
substantial reduction in present rates of 
pay. A deadlock was created, and there 
appeared to be no hope of compromise 


% 


‘until Mr. W. C. Bridgeman, First Lord 


of the Admiralty, and formerly Home 
Secretary, intervened in an _ unofficial 
capacity as mediator between the contend- 
ing parties. The result of his efforts was 
a slight change in the attitude of the 
owners. The men insisted that they would 
not go into a conference until the notices 
announcing the end of the agreement 
should be withdrawn; and as a marimum 
concession Mr. Evan Williams, on behalf 
of the owners, consented to meet them '“' on 
an open situatiof, taking up the dis- 
cussions at the point at which they were 
suspended.’’ He refused, however, to with 
draw the notices. Mr. Cook, the miners’ 
rather hot-headed secretary, declared on 
Saturday night that this offer was unsatis- 
factory. For the moment, therefore, Mr. 
Bridgeman's peace-making efforts seem to 
have failed, but the meeting at Scar- 
borough to-morrow may disclose a more 
reasonable frame of mind. The Prime 
Minister is waiting for the result of the 
miners’ deliberations before he takes 
official action in the matter. If no con- 
ference is arranged to-morrow, a court of 
inquiry. probably will be established by 
the Government to investigate the whole 
situation. The myners’ leaders are anxious 
to secure this inqgjry, which would bring 
about a welcome delay in the development 
of the crisis. 

While miners and masters § are 
manceuvring for position in this way the 
industrial outlook is becoming steadily 
worse. The army of unemployed has 
grown now to 1,300,000—a figure that will 
be exceeded greatly in the event of a coal 
stoppage. Trade is declining in alarming 
fashion. Britain is being deprived of 
some of her most valuable markets by 
enterprising competitors, and the en- 
couraging omens of a few months ago are 
disappearing rapidly. Coal is the cause 
of it all. The mining industry governs 
Britain’s whole economy. Dear coal 
means dear iron, dear steel, dear ships and 
dear transport charges, and until its price 
is reduced Britain never will regain her 
old position in the world of trade. The 
miners are not over-paid for their work, 
but since the introduction of the seven- 
hour day they have been working on an 
uneconomic basis. The owners have been 
losing money, and in some cases have 
been forced to close down their pits 
altogether. This is no ordinary trade 
dispute. The owners recognise freely 
that the colliers have a hard struggle to 
make ends meet, but they have no reason- 
able alternative. The men must either 
‘accept lower wages or work a greater 
number of hours for the same wages. 
Otherwise the coal industry will be doomed. 
The’ whole business is deplorable, more 
especially, as, apart from the wages ques- 
tion, the prospects of a revival of the coal 
trade are exceptionally good at present. 
The Government’s Fuel Research Station 
at Greenwich has been making very im- 
portant experiments recently and has dis- 
covered many interesting uses for coal. It 


| is engaged in the perfecting of new and 
| cheap methods for the production of 


smokeless fuel, oil, motor spirit, dyes and

obviously is anxious to secure a conyic- 
tion. Mr. Raulston, the judge, is himself 
a “‘undamentalist,” and opened the trial, 
last Friday, by reading the first chapter 
of “Genesis.” The defence naturally 
desires to argue that the theory of evolu- 
tion can be reconciled with the doctrines 
of Holy Writ, but the State resists 
vigorously the submission of any .vidence 
to this effect ; and, if it succeeds in ruling 
out the scientific testimony of the thirty- 
five witnesses for the defence, the trial 
must come to a speedy end. Indeed, it 
does not appear that the jury is capable 
of giving an intelligent verdict on. any 
more subtle questions than the fact that 
a certain law exists and the contention 
that Mr. Scopes has broken the letter of 
it. All the twelve jurors have announced 
freely that they do not believe in evolu- 
tion. Six of them are Baptists and four 
are Methodists; ten of the twelve are 
farmers, and one of them cannot read. 
Mr. W. J. Bryan, ex-Secretary of State, 
who is the principal prosecutor, is 
organising “ revivalist'’ meetings in con- 
nection with the trial, and every art of 
publicity that is known to American 
journalism has focussed a blaze of lime- 
light on the little courthouse at Dayton. 
Peddlers are doing a brisk trade in Bibles 
and “soft drinks” among the host of 
visitors who have arrived by special trains. 
At intervals during the trial judge, jury 
and spectators pose for the- scores of 
cinematograph operators. Incidentally, 
since the physical, as well as the theo 
logical, atmosphere is warm, counsel are 
pleading in their shirt-sleeves, It is 
simply impossible to imagine such a per- 
formance in Great Britain, Ireland or 
any other part of Europe. We cannot 
imagine an anti-evolution law on the 
statute-book of any modern community in 
Europe, or the degradation of the 
law by a calculated blare of. the most 
vulgar advertisement. We associate such 
things with an utter lack of education 
anc. an utter contempt for it; yet educa- 
tie seems to be valued highly in the 
State of Tennessee. Its capital, Nashville, 
a city of 100,000 inhabitants, has a 
university with some two thousand 
students, and in the number of its public 
schools Tennessee is prominent among the 
forty-eight States of the Union. The ex- 
penditute on education throughout the 
Republic is enormous, and American 
interest in the things of the mind is now 
furnishing funds for new excavations 
at Athens, from which the most im- 
portant results are expected. How, then, 
may we hope to explain the phenomena 
of Tennessee? Has America’s educational 
system, with all its vigour, courage and 
generosity, forgotten to build itself on the 
old-fashioned foundations of dignity and 
reverence ? 


Sixty-Five. 

At what age does a man become too 
old for his work? Old age pensions 
become payable at the age of seventy. 
Most Civil Services have adopted either 
sixty or sixty-five as the compulsory re- 
tiring ago, with a possible addition of five 
years under special circumstances. The 
Burnham Scale has fixed sixty-five as the 
retiring age for the teaching profession in 
England, although a further five years 
may,be granted. Now come; the decision 
of Liver,ool University that all its 
lecturers and professors must retire at. 
sixty-five. Shades of the Boards of Trinity 
College, Dublin! The question obviously 
is bound closely with two other questions— 
the type of work that a man has been 
doing and the adequacy of the pension to 
which he can look forward. This is re- 
puted to be the age of youth, yet one looks 
in vain for young men in the topmost 
positions. The average age of the British 
Cebinet : over sixty and that of British 
admirals and generals higher still, while 
few business magnates ever will see fifty 
again. In the world of sport a cricketer 
wes formerly held to have reached his 
prime at twenty-five or twenty-six. 
Nowadays a player in the thirties is 
described as “young” and “ promising,” 
and the feature of this season has been 
the continued success of the old brigade. 
In Rugby we have Mr, W. E. Crawford, 
who first represented his province in 
1910—stil] the best full-oack in the four 
countries. A woman, it is said, is as old 
as she looks, a man as old as he feels. 
The truth is that both are as old as their 
arteries, and to suppc:e that the arteries 
of ali men age at the same speed is 
ridiculous. What age would Lord Lever- 
hulme or Lord Firrie need to have reached 
before his work could have been done 
more efficiently by others? Sir Israél 
Gollancz, Professor of the English 
Language and Literature at King’s College, 
London, when he was asked his opinion 
of Liverpool University’s decision, ap- 
proved in theory, but demurred in practice. 
“Speaking from experience,” he declared, 
“I should say that nine out of ten who 
retire at sixty-five are as fit as they were 
at forty-five.’ With this opinion we 
agree. It is the fault of the age that less 
and less allowance is being made for the 
human equation. The old system under 
which starvation wages compelled a man 
to work until he dropped was bad, and 
everyone recognises the fact. “Everyone 
does not recognise, however, that it is 
just as harmful, bot

that of Germany is increasing rapidly. 
Unless there is another war or some 
appalling disaster in Germany, her man- 
power resources soon will be double those 
of France, and in fifty years’ time the 
Republic will be at the mercy of the 
Reich. . Fifty years are not a long period 
in the life of a nation. France has had 
experience of Germany's wonderful growth 
in relation to her own decline; and, 
naturally, she is nervous for the future. 


The sixteenth centenary of the Council of 
Nica is being celebrated at St. Davids 
Cathedral to-morrow. 


About seventy miles from Constantinople, 
and lying in the fertile valley of Sabanja, is 
the site of ancient Nicwa. There the Turk 
is tending his.crops of tobacco and cultivat- 
ng. the white poppy for its opium. 

n the coast of Pembrokeshire, nestling in 
a hollow by the sea, is the village of Mynyw 
or St. Davids. 

Though so divergent these two places are 
associated -to-day, for the sixteenth centenar 
of the Council of Nicwa is being dalebanted, 
and no less than twenty patriarchs of the 
Eastern Church are attending the ceremony. 
The occasion is unique in the’ annals of the 
Anglican Church, the presence of so many: 
foreign ecclesiastics being without: precedent. 
Among these are the os of AleXandria, 
the Archbishop of the Jordan, the Assyrian 
Patriarch, the Metropolitan’ of Nubia, and 
the Armenian Vartabed. ' 

The “will cathedral ’’—as "St. Davids 
is called—is the only cathedral in the .King- 
dom which has a definite association’ wit 
the Church of.the East, the patron Saint of 
Wales having been consecrated, as Bishop, by 
John III. of Constantinople; so. the cháis 
of venue is an appropriate one. of 
those present, too, are lineal successors of 
the very men who met in.

LICENSING OF BULLS,

THE NECESSARY FORMS, 


As already announced, the appointed ve 
for bringing into operation the Live Stoc 
Breeding Act, 1925, has been fixed as the 
30th of September next, and on and after that 
date any person keeping a bull calved before 
the Ist of January last without a licence or 
permit will commit an offence under the Act, 
and be liable, on conviction, to a fine not ex- 
ceeding £20. 

Forms of application for licence (with fee 
of 5s.) must be lodged before the S3ist of July. 
Owners of bulls are strongly recommended to 
lodge their applications at once. The neces- 
sary forms may be obtained at post offices, 
Civic Guard stations, offices of County Com- 
mittees of Agriculture, creameries and 
auxiliary creameries, from agricultural show 
societies, county and branch secretaries of 
Farmers’ Unions, cow-testing associations, 
and agricultural instructors: and overseers. 
The fee (5s.) will be returned to any applicant 
who does not get a licence. In the early 
stages of the working of the Act the standard 
required will not be unduly high, and all 
owners of bulls should apply for a licence. As

A Cool Request. 


Our United States relations are by no 
means diffident in asking for anything 
which they may want, but their recent 
request to the British Government to 
consent to the appointment of a Customs’ 
attaché at the’ United States Embassy, 
with the right to inspect. the books of 
British manufacturers, has not been re- 
ceived with the favour that they expected. 
The excuse for such a curious demand is 
that the information is necessary to enable 
an.ad valorem import duty to be levied, 
but British manufacturers do not regard 
this as sufficient excuse, and strongly 
object to disclose the cost of their manu- 
factures to stern competitors in the 
markets of the world. The same kind of 
thing is being attempted by the United 
States in Sw:tzerland, where it has met 
with a rebuff similar to that received here.

SUGGESTED. 


HE Botanic Gardens at Glasnevin were 
visited gladly by Dublin people in 
the summers of a few years ago. Higher 
fares, along with curfew regulations and 
certain risks of ‘‘ circulation,”’ as the 
French say, at that period, made us 
choose the shorter excursions then. Now- 
adays we are tempted to go further afield, 
and on fine afternoons the tramcar that 
goes beyond Finglas road junction carries 
few pa@sengers. 

Residents in the neighbourhood find the 
Gardens a pleasant retreat when they are 
not disposed to join the crowds*making for 
the seaside ; but, in general, this summer, 
when an afternoon out is being planned, 
the Botanic Gardens seem to be leit. out 
of account. Even the provincials, who 
still faithfully include the Zoological 
Gardens and the National Museum in 
their Dublin programme, are seen less 
often at Glasnevin than they used to be, 
when a visit to the Gardens was included 
in the same trip as inspection of the 
monuments in the cemetery near by. 

BRILLIANT COLOURING. 

The Gardens are not less beautiful than 
they were. A chance new visit stirs a 
resolve to see more of the lovely grounds and 
exhibits in future, especially when it is re- 
membered that the Gardens offer different 
interests at various times of the year. 

This sunny weather is the time when 
brilliance of colour is the most appealing 
element in the Gardens’ range of attractions. 
At present, Herbaceous Walk is a wonderful 
sight. In a garden we find as a rule in blue 
shades restfulness and quiet settings for more 
brilliant points of colour; but here in early 
July even the blues: insist on being brilliant, 
deiphinium and anchusa boasting rich hues 
that set one to noting the names of the many 
unusual and up-to-date varieties. As to 
orange and red, they shout from these beds. in 
a mighty chorus, proclaimimg a July as 
glorious for sunshine as any we have known. 
After the effulgence of Herbaceous Walk; the 
exercises in colour displayed in the long hne 
of hanging baskets oí nias in the central 
conservatory appear delicate and reserved. 
The heat ob the conservatories is repellent at 
this time of year, and inspection of the great 
tropical growths in the main n is best 
left till another season; but the

ARTISTIC EFFECT. ) 

The interest of the Gardens comes from the 
marvels of teachnique and exotic variation 
rather than from. esthetic excellence. The 
artist in gardening selects and rejects, deem- 
ing excessive variety a gross fault. It is the 
duty of the Botanic Gardens to be compre- 
hensive, and as a rule the duty includes 
artistic effect. The herbaceous borders, for 
example, are marvellous rather than beau- 
tiful; a palette, not a picture, 

The Gardens are beautiful nevertheless; 
largely because, and in so far as, the natural 
beauty of the park remains, and Nature, 
though some jangles. are produced here by 
those who are hidden to exhibit her resources, 
is still a beautiful instrument. There is good 
greensward, on banks that. slope pleasantly 
to the little river, itself, with its ranges of 
water-lilies and reeds, a part of this open- 
air museum. Here, in fact, 1s one of those 
satisfying places that afford instruction along 
with pleasure ; ane can relax, and yet not be 
wholly idle-minded. 

Whether, however, endeavour should be 
thade, as a correspondent has written to us 
to suggest, to develop the Gardens as a 
‘popular’ resort, is a difficult question. 
They contain many treasures, of great value 
to a special class of the public; and the 
treasures, and the beauty of the place, must 
not be jeopardised for the sake of catering 
for people who might give neither due esteem. 
lé would be pleasant for many of us to be 
able to sit and listen to a band playing in 
that delightful spot; but the advertisement 
ef a band performance might bring there 
many who would not iosta what 1s valu: 
able in the place, whith, 
ordinary pleasure resort or amusement park. 

THE RULES OF ADMISSION. 

The rules that govern the admission of the 
ublic insist upon the special character of the 
tardens. Four or five of the rules refer to 
the conduct of children, who are admitted 
only: in company with oe ó persons. 
Again, no picknicking is allowed, , and that 
rule is made effective by the- compulsion on 
visitors to leave at the gate any parcels, 
baskets, and so on. Sometimes this rule 
works ‘with hardship. The Gardens contain 
so much that is of interest and attraction 
that, once there—especially if one has come 
from a distance—the visitor may wish to 
remain for many hours. That. is impossible 
except at the pain of hunger; for a parcel 
of a size to contain a snack for two persons 
can not be taken into the Gardens, and there 
is po refreshment house. At the Zoological 
Gardens, the visitors can obtain meals at the 
Haughton House, or use at a small charge 

r head the accomodation there for eatin 
their own food. That provision has hel 
to raise the Zoo. in public favour and has 
almost abolished picnic litter about 


‘grounds, Some such provision, rather than 


the drawing of occasional concourses by band 
performances, seems—if any ‘“ popularising 
action is to be recommended—to be the next 
development ieeded at the Botanic Gardens. 
We owe the Gardens, as so many other 
advantages, to the Roya! Dublin Society, 
which established them beside the Tolka and 
had brought them to excellence before they, 
with other “ science and art” activities, were 
taken over ‘by the Government. Their re- 
utation for many years past was largel 
we to the personality of Sir Frederick W. 
Moore, whose tenure of office as Curator 
ended two or three years ago. The annual 
cost to the State of the Gardens, with staff, 
at present is about £8,000 pe” annum.

Early toes are proving a useful crop, 
the quality of the tubers being good, 
although the yield is not biz. The main 
crop looks promising, although here and 
there blight has appeared. Fortunately, 
climatic conditions are rather against the dis- 
tribution of blight; but spraying 1s, never- 
theless, essential as a preventive. 

Pastures, which were |-ginning to brown, 
have been refreshed by recent showers, and 
live stock are beginning to show more con- 
dition. _Milch cows, too, are improving in 
their yields. - The effect of this can be seen 
in the greater quantity of butter available 
for, export, but it is not likely that the 
deficiency of the. early part of the season 
will be made good.

The removal of the Nelson Pillar, which 
was mooted some weeks ago, has agitated 
the public mind a good deal, if one may 
judge from the number of letters which 
have appeared in the Press for and 
against the proposal.

RIVAL STATEMENTS. 


DECLARATION BY MR. W. J. 
BRYAN. 


From “ Tas Times” Conresponpent. 
NEW YORK, Sunday. 

When the trial of Mr. J. T. Scopes is re- 
sumed to-morrow at Dayton the opposing 
counsel will first argue as to the admission 
of scientific evidence for the defence. The 
legal battle began yesterday at long range 
when Mr. W. J. Bryan, the principal pro- 
secutor, issued a statement declaring that if 
the people of Tennessee had the right to 
pass laws protecting their children’s religion, 
then they had the right to determine what 
they considered to be dangerous without 
bringing in New York specialists to. advise 
them as to what was harmful. 

People of Tennessee, he says, have a right 
to protect the Bible’ as they understand it. 
They are not compelled to consider the inter- 
pretation placed on it by others, whether 
Christians or scientists, or both. The pro- 
secution, he added, would object to any im- 
proper testimony. 

To this Mr, Charles. Darrow, counsel for 
the defence, replied that the State must first 
show that the evolution theory destroys the 
record of the Book of Genesis. ‘ 

Should. the Court accept the prosecution's 
point of view the trial may fizzle out in a 
few days, to the disappointment of all con- 
cerned. But Dayton is confident that Judge 
Raulston does not desire to spoil sport.

IMPORTANT STATEMENT TO BE 
MADE. 


The Times Medical Correspondent writes : 
On March 27th, 1924, the following state- 
ment appeared in The Timea :—‘‘ Some in- 
teresting developments in the study of cancer 
are now taking place at the National Institute 
of Medical Research. A short time ago a 
micro-organism was isolated by Dr. Gyefm— 
that, form of: tumour which occurs in. fowls 
and is known as. chicken. sarcoma. - It was, 
however, impossible to cause the tumours in 
other fowls by inoculating . them with the 
germ—a filter passer. Then the idea pre- 
sented itself of prefacing the inoculation with 
an extract of bruised tissue—so as to imitate 
the effects of a blow or other lesion. It is 
understood that when this. was done a degree 
of success attended the experiment. ‘which has 
opened up a wide new field of effort. The 
bruised tissue extract, in fact. appears to act 
as a third partner in disease.” 

It can now be stated that during the pre- 
sent week a scientific communication of very 
considerable importance bearing on this sub 
ject will be made. The work has advanced 
considerably ‘since the spring of 1924. and 
has been assisted by new methods of 
microscopy of a very interesting character 
t is, of course, impossible at this stage to 
offer any opinion since every reputed discovery 
of the causative germ of cancer must be care 
fully scrutinised by competent authorities be- 
fore the claims made for it can be admitted. 
Nor does it. seem that the discovery to be 
described holde out any immediate prospect 
of treatment, though naturally, if it is sub- 
stantiated, an immense step in this direction 
will have been taken.

cal Services during the war, written Si 
Andrew MacPhail, of McGill University, is 
certain to excite strong feeling, and to pro- 
duce grave differences of opinion. he 
author denounces the ‘‘ shoddy war contrac- 
tors," and described Sir Sam Hughes 
Minister of Militia during the first years of 
the war, AS a 5 buckling incompetent, 
He says that Sir Sam Hughes was obsessed 
by a belief in the necessity for civilian con- 
trol of the army, and the “ Medical services 
were selected by the Minister as the ground 
for his struggle for control of the army, and 
upon that ground he fell.’’ 

It is revealed that as early as 1911 the 
Canadian Staff had drawn up plans for the 
mobilisation of a Canadian Expeditionary 
force of 24,000 men, but it was ordered that 
the mobilisation plans should be kept secret 
because ‘‘of what is now going on in 
Europe,” and “because if its existence 
became known in certain quarters, natural, 
but erroneous, deduction might lead to a 
great deal of mischief,”’ 

As to the Canadian Medical Service, Sir 

Andrew MacPhail states on the authority of 
one officer who went through the war that 
the Canadian ae suffered more misery on 
Salisbury Plain than in the Flanders cam- 
paign. He admits that it was not for any 
selfish reason, nor becanse of neglect, that 
these troops were located by the War Office 
in an oo camp instead of private billets. 
The explanation was that the troops had not 
been fully trained at Valcartier, and - this 
training had to be continued in England, Sir 
Andrew MacPhail says—‘‘ Only their native 
hardihood carried the soldiers through that 
tong and desolate winter,'' 
...Referring to the Ross rifle, Sir Andrew 
says that Canadian soldiers “had freed 
themselves from their Canadian rifles with a 
thoroughiness that will never be understood 
until the Ypres Canal and Dickebusch Lake 
give up their secrets...

LOST PENSION RIGHTS. 


PLIGHT OF OLD SOLDIERS 


LENT TO CANADA. 
UVTAWA (By Mail.) 

The unfortunate plight of 149 ex-Imperial 
N.C.0.'a, at ptesent serving with the Cana- 
dian permanent forces, came up for discussion 
in the House of Commons during a debate on 
the defence estimates. 

The majority of these men were regulars 
before the war, and, being attracted by the 
terms of temporary service with the Canadian 
Army, were in effect lent by the War Office to 
Canada. During their service in Canada they 
were put on the reserve of their respective 


regiments at home for purposes of bee. 
When the general lh trv order was 
issued in 1914, at the request of the Canadian 
Government these men were permitted by the 
War Office to remain in Canada as instructors 
to the new army. The War Office, however, 
stipulated that its responsibility ag regards 
pension ceased from that day. 

In the majority of cases these men have run 
beyond 21 years, normally entitling them to 
full msion had they remained with the Im- 

erial Forces. Ag matters stand, they are to- 
ay only entitled to the Canadian rates of 
pension for the shorter term of their service 
with the Canadian forces, the previous years 
with the Colours counting for nothing. 

Questioned in the House of Commons, the 
Minister for Defence, Mr. MacDonald, stated 
that, in-order to remedy this state of affairs, 
it would be necessary to amend the Militia 
Pension Act, which was not feasible in the 
closing hours of the session. 

The injustice to these men, who have de- 
voted their lives to the service of the Mother- 
land and the Dominion, was not. of course, 
done inteftionally, but rather by an over- 
sight which precluded the Defence Depart- 
ment under the existing laws from carrying 
out the spirit of its undertaking, It may be 
said that the men had no choice in the matter 
of remaining in Canada.—(Reuter.)

IRISH AND THE FACTS OF LIFE,

Srr,—It_is well to be clear in our minds as 

to what is the real issue in the present con- 

troversy as to the position of drish im the 

Free State. No one wishes to oppose the 

study of the language as a hobby or for senti- 

menta] reasons or as a cultural and intellec- 
tual training or for the purpose of cultivating 
spirit. It is quite 
another matter when it is pe“ to sub- 
stitute Ivish for English as the vernaculac 
language of the Free State. ‘his brings us 
up against the world-wide principle of the 
struggle for existence. In that struggle every 
individual and every species must fight with 
the most efficient weapons or go under. 
Anthropologists tell us that there was a time 
when our ancestors fought only with bare 
hands and feét and teeth and nails. As soon 
as some, clever fellow discovered how to 
whack his rival on the head with a heavy 
stick of to give him a dig in the ribs with 
a sharp stick the older weapons were put 
out of commission. This principle was amply 
illustrated in the Great War. What chance 
had a battleship with guns of ten-miles range 
against an enemy with guns of twelve?

English is+-taking all cir- 
cumstances into. consideration—the . most 
effective instrument of communication in the 
world, and is becoming more effective every 
day. It ia because the Irish people adopted 

English that they have been able to hold
